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It Is Not Raining 


Unintentionally, it may be assumed, but 
quite aptly, a house in this city, which deals 
in securities, expressed in a recent bulletin 
the chief reason why business is so slow in 
recovering its normal activity. Bravely this 
counselor of business (such appears to be 
the role it has assumed) uttered these signif- 
icant words :—‘Confidence—It has always 
stopped raining!” There you have, not the 
intended, optimistic profession that every- 
thing will be all right when the “clouds roll 
by,” but a clear statement of the major fault 
of today’s state of the business mind. 

“It has always stopped raining!” And 
when and while it rains, as the old saying 
has it, one can but “let it rain.” The flaw in 
the analogy of the well-meaning advocate 
of confidence is that it is not raining. The 
clouds that hang low and gloomy in the 
business sky are not a natural phenomenon, 
They are not the result of meteorological 
influences beyond the control of man. They 
are but the smoke of smudge-fires, by means 
of which men who rushed heedlessly after 
an ignis fatuus endeavor to fight off the 
plague of unknown “stingers” which infest 
the swampy tangles that lie so little apart 
from the known road of business progress. 
In some instances this sun-veiling smoke 
arises from ill-burning fires with which men 
endeavor to perform ‘their daily tasks, fires 
fed with whatsoever fuel lies close to hand, 
no matter how unsuitable, because those 
who strive to keep them burning do not 
know, or will not believe, that satisfactory 
fuel lies close at hand, or fear to venture the 
short distance required for its gathering. 

What manner of reasoning is it that per- 
petuates the belief that business prosperity 
must be likened to the sunshine, coming and 
going as it will, no matter what may be done 
about it? Why will business men persist 
in waiting for the return of prosperity, when 
prosperity is merely hiding in the midst of 
their funereal gathering? Prosperity found 
the onward rush of business so speedy and 
so relentless that it fell breathless by the 
roadside. Business rushed, unseeing, past 
the spot where prosperity lay, and, becom- 
ing lost in an unknown, uncharted region, 
hard to turn back. Prosperity was caught 
up, unseen, in the retreat and has remained 
with the returning throng. It is little under- 
stood, it would seem, that prosperity is the 
creature of business. It is driven by busi- 
ness, being neither an attracting nor a pro- 
pelling force. As long as business goes 
ahead, prosperity advances. When business 
turns backward, prosperity must turn 
with it. 

Prosperity is the wave at the bow of the 
business ship, not the propeller at its stern. 
Too many business men believe that all that 
is necessary for their progress is to be 
dragged along in the wake. They now find 
themselves drifting aimlessly, having 
worked out from the angling wave. Their 
only salvation lies in rowing hard back to 
the ship, getting on board, and working to 
stoke its boilers, oi] its machinery, and steer 
it on a known course. 

Confidence is needed by business, self- 


confidence and the confidence of those whom 
it serves. Self-confidence must come first. 
This will not come while business, believing 
without reason that it is raining, fears to 
venture out from a hastily sought shelter 
lest it get wet. It is difficult, sometimes, to 
tell smoke from a cloud. But, in the pres- 
ent instance, it is possible to see, all about, 
what is making the smoke, even though the 
acrid fumes are a little hard on the eyes. 
There is no feel of rain in the air. The few 
brave ones who have ventured out are not 
carrying umbrellas. 

Confidence will do a great deal to restore 
business normalcy, but the foolhardiness of 
a few years back is not wanted. There is 
nothing about the present business sit- 
uation to warrant the belief that the 
natural stopping—or  starting—of some- 
thing is to be awaited. There are, however, 
a great many things to be stopped and 
least as many to be started; operations 
which are to be performed solely and wholly 
by human agencies. The smudge- -fires and 
the illy fueled fires must be stopped. New 
fires of livelihood must be kindled with suit- 
able fuel. Somebody, everybody who needs, 
must have confidence enough and courage 
enough to go after this fuel. There is an 
abundance of it. The smoke pall must be 
removed so that those who still are off the 
road may be able to find their way back. 
These must expect to find the road at the 
point where they left it in their rush three 
or four years ago. They were in unknown 
country a long time before they discovered 
that they were lost. The gloom and the 
fearfulness, the lack of confidence and the 
rout of prosperity—ail these are man-made, 
and they must be unmade by man before 
the sun can be seen, before business ven- 
tures can be taken, before prosperity can be 
faced in the other direction. 

It is not raining. The only thing that 
business is awaiting is the coming of men 
with sufficient perspicacity to recognize this 
fact and sufficient initiative and confidence 
to set about the circulating of an accurate 
and reliable weather report. The role of Mr. 
Micawber ill fits business in these times. 





Petroleum Control Imperative 


The petroleum industry is getting a taste 
of ezarism; not the self-imposed dictator- 
ship which has at various times been advo- 
cated and in several instances attempted to 
an extent, but the government brand of com- 
pulsory regulation deemed necessary in oil- 
producing States to conserve the revenues, 
as well as the natural resources, of these 
commonwealths. Production of crude pe- 
troleum has been cut from about half a 
million barrels a day to a few thousands in 
Oklahoma by action of the governor in clos- 
ing all the flush wells. The Texas legisla- 
ture, hard driven by the chief executive of 
that State, has put more teeth in the con- 
servation law and made possible a 20 per- 
cent reduction in the output. In Kansas, 
the Public Service Commission has issued 
an ultimatum to petroleum refiners that, un- 
less they will pay a better price for Kansas 
crude oil, steps will be taken to close the 


wells. Officials of these States have been 
quoted as expressing a purpose to deal with 
the matter of bringing in oil from other 
fields, in a summary manner. 


As in most endeavors to correct economic 
evils, the results of the governmental regu- 
lation of the petroleum industry affect most 
gravely those who have been the least to 
blame for the conditions at which the reme- 
dial measures are directed. Producers of 
crude petroleum, who are most directly 
affected, have not been without fault in re- 
spect of the demoralized condition of the 
market, but the peculiar situation by reason 
of which the crude petroleum market is al- 
ways a buyers’ market, that is, the pur- 
chaser, and not the producer, makes the 
price, places the larger share of the blame 
on the pipeline and refining divisions of the 
industry. Some of the weight of the com- 
pulsory curtailment falls on these divisions, 
it is true, but even in this direction the re- 
finers who have had at most but a small 
part in the dictation responsible for the un- 
satisfactory conditions are likely to suffer 
more than those most largely to blame. 


It is difficult to reconcile conditions in the 
petroleum industry today with the prognostica- 
tions of less than a decade ago that a petroleum 
famine was imminent in the United States. 
The Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter stood al- 
most alone at that time in its refusal to place 
much stock in the prophets of disaster. It 
has constantly condemned the wasteful pro- 
duction and marketing methods pursued in 
the industry since the talk of famine was 
clearly shown to be wholly without founda- 
tion in fact. The Oil, Paint and Drug Re- 
porter, to-day, stands with those who would 
force upon the petroleum industry the temper- 
ance of practice, of which it is so obviously 
much in need. The petroleum industry can- 
no., by its own action, prevent the wasteful 
exploitation of the resources of the oil fields. 
It can, however, and emphatically it should 
put forth every effort that is legally possible 
to correct the demoralized condition. 


Every division of the petroleum industry 
should be, and can be, made reasonably profit- 
able. The first step toward this desirable and 
necessary achievement is to ascertain accurately 
the prices which must be got for petroleum 
and its products, prices that will afford a rea- 
sonable profit. The next, and much longer, 
siep is to adopt these prices and to stick to 
them. There is no reason for so-called “sea- 
sonal” variations: field and refinery operations 
can be well leveled over the year. Supply and 
demand in respect of the major products 
should be calculated and their proper relation- 
ship determined over the year, not from month 
to month. 

To make successful the efforts which the in- 
dustry legally can exert, there must be con- 
trol of the production of crude petroleum. 
Producers cannot legally undertake this; pur- 
chasers, likewise, are barred from agreements 
for such a purpose. But, the prevention of 
cxcess production is possible by State law. 
The petroleum industry, for self-preservation 
ani in order that it may avoid the evils of 
inimical czarism, should give its support to 
well-considered State regulation. 
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Oil Situation Chaotic 
As Texas Enacts Law 


Kansas P. S. C. Threatens to 
Order Shut Down Unless 
Fair Price Is Paid 


Legislation which it is believed will 
bring about a 20 percent reduction in 
the current production of crude petro- 
leum in Texas was passed by the Texas 
legislature in the closing hours of its 
special session and after Governor 
Ross Sterling had threatened to take 
action similar to Governor William H. 
Murray of Oklahoma using the state 
militia forces to shut down the wells 
if some legislation for conservation 
and regulation were not adopted. 

The measure which was passed by 
both houses and signed soon after by 
Governor Sterling broadens the defini- 
tion of physical waste to the extent 
that both oil and: gas production may 
be controlled by the State’s Railroad 
Commission which is charged with the 
administration of the new law. It 
provides for proration based wholly 
on physical waste and not on market 
demand and such proration is confined 
to individual pools and not as against 
other pools. The oil and gas ratio 
of wells in given pools may be fixed by 
the commission for the purpose of 
conserving the gas supply and the 
commission is prohibited from regu- 
lating the method of refining crude oil. 
Provision is made for the procedure in 
prosecuting violators of the commis- 
sion’s orders and for proceedings 
against the commission in contesting 
such orders. Drastic penalties are 
provided for violations. 

Coincident with the passage of the 
new Texas legislation it was stated 
that the general manager of the Cush- 
ing Refining and Gasoline Company 
had made an offer to Governor Mur- 
ray of Oklahoma to pay $1 per barrel 
for crude at Oklahoma as it was in 
need of crude. Other than that, there 
had been no change in the situation in 
Oklahoma with the shutdown there 
continuing and prices apparently 
pegged at 52 cents per barrel for the 
top grade. Some operators expressed 
pessimism at the outlook, feeling that 
a shutdown of a year may be neces- 
sary before prices will reach the level 
named by Governor Murray while re- 
finers continue to obtain their crude 
supplies from other states. 

With a view to remedying that sit- 
uation, however, Governor Murray had 
asked the governors of other oil pro- 
ducing states to take action to bring 
about shutdowns in the fields of their 
states unless a minimum of $1 per 
barrel were established. Governor Ar- 
thur Seligman of New Mexico took 
the matter under advisement. 

Kansas crude oil buyers, however, 
received a notice from the Kansas 
Public Service Commission that it ex- 
pected all buyers within the state to 
pay a reasonable price for Kansas pe- 
troleum not later than the end of the 
week, August 15, or a hearing would be 
called by the commission to determine 
the nature and extent of a shutdown 
order for the state. While no price was 
mentioned in the notice to the buyers, 
it was suggested that the commission 
would consider 60 cents per barrel as a 
reasonable price, the commission as- 
serting it was not endeavoring to fix a 
crude oil price, though it was asserted 
Kansas oil is worth $1.80 a barrel, if 
the laws of supply and demand fixed 
the price. 

Shutdown orders had also been con- 
sidered in Wyoming, but the state has 
an additional problem in that it has 
no control over oil production from 
government lands within its borders. 
The request of Acting Governor Clark 
of Wyoming to the Department of the 
Interior that a minimum price of $1 
per barrel be set for royalty oil from 
the government lands was denied Au- 
gust 11. With this refusal, enforced 
shutting down of wells outside of the 
government lands would result in the 
drainage of the shutdown leases by the 
government wells. 

Meanwhile production in East Texas 
continued to mount steadily and at 
this writing the flood of oil from that 
field had placed Texas in the lead as 
the nation’s oil producing state top- 
ping California. It was averaging 
700,000 barrels of crude daily, as com- 
pared with California’s 510,000 daily, 
the latter being an increase of several 
thousand barrels over the previous 
week. 


H. L. Doherty Buys Half 


Interest in a Newspaper 


Henry L. Doherty, president of the 
Cities Service Company and of Henry 
L. Doherty & Co., has acquired a one- 
half interest in the Kansas City Jour- 
nal-Post for the special purpose of 
fighting the Kansas City Star’s alleged 
campaign against him and the Cities 
Service Company. His contract for the 
purchase provides that 10 percent of 
his stock cannot be voted. He will act 
as special contributing editor, with the 
right to have published as editorials 
anything he thinks proper. He also 
bas the right to buy advertising space 
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to publish statements, 
full responsibility for edi- 
and statements. The other 
owners, W. Laurence Dickey and Ma- 
rion B. Sharp, have the right to take 
a position contrary to Doherty's if they 
see fit. Doherty recently filed a suit 
for $12,000,000 against the Kansas City 
Star, charging criminal libel 


Brazil Modifies Rule 
On Alcohol in Gasoline 


The Brazilian Government has de- 
cided to allow petroleum importers to 
import gasoline without having to ac- 
quire domestic alcohol for mixing, pro- 
vided that a guarantee is given that 
the required quantity of alcohol will 
be purchased when market conditions 
permit, according to information sent 
to the Department of Commerce by 
the commercial attache at Rio de 
Janeiro. : 

The regulations provide that, during 
July importers must purchase alcohol 
to the amount of 2 percent of the gaso- 
line imported; during August, 3 per- 
cent; during September, 4 percent; 
and during the rest of the year, 5 per- 
cent of the amount of gasoline 
imported. 


Standard Oil of Ohio 
May Buy Solar Refining 


Negotiations are being conducted for 
the acquisition of the Solar Refining 
Company, Lima, O., by the Standard 
Oil Company of Ohio, Cleveland, ac- 
cording to authentic reports. The 
Solar company is solely a_ refining 
company, having no oil producing ac- 
tivities or retail marketing outlets. It 
has an 18,000-barrel refinery at Lima 
and connections for crude oil supplies 
with the Illinois Pipe Line Company 
and the Buckeye Pipe Line Company. 

Prior to the 1911 dissolution decree 
against the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey, Solar Refining Company 
was a subsidiary of that company. 
Since 1927 the Solar company has re- 
ported a dificit every year. At the 
close of 1930, its balance sheets showed 
assets of $6,157,002 and net working 
capital of $3,509,384. It has 160,000 
capital shares, par $25, outstanding.

These contain an 
average content of 15 to 17 percent of 
lead. Efforts have been made to re- 
strict the domestic use of white lead 
Production of white lead in Russia 
amounted to 18,000 tons in 1913, but 
the average annual output is now ap- 
proximately 2,000 tons. 


Lacquer Booklet Issued 


The results of : research work in 
hardware metal protection are de- 
scribed in a booklet issued by the in- 
dustrial finishes division, E. I."du Pont 
de Nemours & Co., Parlin, N. J. This 
work was carried on in connection 
with the development of du Point 1130 
Metal Lacquer, a new product.

Germany Drops Plan for

Usual August Dullness Continues--Little Selling Effort 
Shown, but Competition on Available Orders Is 
Keen--Recovery Hopes Now Hinge Upon Autumn 


Following a course quite usual for 
August and one which has been indi- 
cated for the coming few weeks, the 
market for paint, varnish and lacquer 
materials progressed along very slow 
and dragging lines last week. Sellers, as 
a general rule, have resigned them- 
selves to the situation and there was 
not very much selling effort exercised 
albeit competition among the sellers 
continued quite keen and in many in- 
stances destructive whereever avail- 
able business appeared. Suppliers of 
paint, varnish and lacquer materials 
did not anticipate any material turn 
in affairs until next month when the 
slow but steady advance of business 
over the corresponding period last year 
was expected to resume. 

For the past several weeks, the var- 
nish gum list has been perhaps the 
slowest division of the market but 
with the commencement of August, 
pigments, dry colors and others have 
joined with the varnish gums in pre-

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senting a wholly dull atmosphere. 
Prices for varnish gums were still in 
a nominal position and importers of 
the natural gums have declared that 
there was no determinable ‘market 
price list for their products. Invoiced 
prices were wholly determined by in- 
dividual transactions and dependent 
upon sellers’ supply positions and their 
possible need for cash. Lead pigments 
and lead oxides were particularly dull 
movers during the period under re- 
view. The corroders were not able to 
report anything beyond a small day to 
day movement but were able to take 
some element of consolation in the 
fact that prices were not slipping 
downward. Lithopone was decidely 
dull and zine oxide was not much bet- 
ter. 

Moving slightly against an esta- 
blished seasonal trend several sections 
of the country produced higher con- 
struction contract awards in July than 
in June. F. W. Dodge Corporation finds 
that the New England, Upstate New 
York, Middle Atlantic. Pittsburgh anid 
Chicago territories are incivded in tvis 
category 

Despite a decline in the total valu- 
ation of such contracts in thirty-seven 
states east of the Ro-kies, these larze 


areas registerca a go-nhead over June 
in July when they would normally be 
expected to drop behind June. The 


total for July was $285,997,300 and was 
divided among the three major con- 
struction classes as follows: $116.265,- 
500 in public works and utilities; $105,- 
839,500 in non-residential building; and 
$63,892,500 in residential building. 

In the advancing territories the lead 
was largest in the Middle Atlantic ter- 
ritory (Eastern Pennsylvania, South- 
ern New Jersey, Maryland, Delaware, 
District of Columbia, and Virginia) 
where July’s $40,464,600 compared fav- 
orably with June’s $32,128,800. Only a 
slight advance was shown in Upstate 
New York with $14,296,000 for July 
comparing with $14,024,000 for June. 
New England showed a go-ahead of 
about three millions in its $28.865,300 
July total. The region around Chicago 
registered $34,906,500 in July and $28,- 
122,200 in June. Exactly $96,000 was 
the advance of the Pittsburgh territory 
as included in its $32,096,700 for the 
month just ended. 

The New Orleans territory was alone 
among the thirteen Dodge Districts to 
show a July gain in total construction 


over July of 1930. The increase shown 
in the month’s $17,334,500 was due to 
gain in civil engineering and non-res- 
idential building. 

Both the Chicago and New Orleans 
areas showed increases in non-res- 
idential building over July, 1930. 

Civil engineering undertakings for 
the first seven months of the year 
gained over the same period of 1930 
in the New England, Central North- 
west, New Orleans and Texas territor- 


ies. 


Metallic Lead and Zinc 


Lead prices continued in steady 
fashion and consumers’ interest in the 
metal was sufficient to give the price 
an element of buoyancy. The quota- 
tions were unchanged from 4.40c. per 
pound at New York and 4.22'sc. per 
pound at East St. Louis, the latter 
having been the actual price compared 
with a nominal price of 4.25 at East 
St. Louis for some weeks. While steadi- 
ness surrounded the domestic market 
and with a good showing expected to 
appear in the July statistics which 
were expected shortly, the London 
market did not fare so well. Buying 
abroad has slipped off and a sagging 
trend was noied all week. The market 
broke the £12 mark on Tuesday. Sellers 
here indicated that the declines in 
London last week were not yet broad 
enough to undermine the structure of 
things here. 

The zinc market declined fraction- 
ally last week. The opening of 3,82%¢c. 
per pound on Monday, compared with 
a previous close of 3.85c. per pound. 
Zine lacked support from any forward 
interest. The turnover was small and 
mostly for August or early Septembe1 
delivery. The London market weakened 
toward the close of the week but the 
decline was not so severe or so pro- 
tracted as in lead.

Pigments 


The market for the major portion of 
the pigment materials continued to 
drag along last week in the same dull 
fashion with which it has become more 
or less characterized.

Primary and Local Turpentine Prices Move within 
Small Limits--Moderate Changes in Rosin--Southern 
Offerings Light--Receipts Smaller--Trade Quiet Here 


Conditions prevailing in the local 
market for naval stores underwent lit- 
tle change last week. There was no 
broadening of trade. A fair volume of 
inquiries was reported for turpentine 
and rosin as well as minor products, 
but, as in recent preceding weeks, 
business was limited to comparatiyely 
small or moderate lots. Narrow changes 
in primary quotations were reflected 
here. 

There was nothing stimulating in 
advices from primary markets con- 
cerning turpentine. Variations in quo- 
tations at Savannah were confined 
within fractional limits and the same 
applied to Jacksonville prices. The 
tone of Southern markets, however, 
was regarded by some as improved. 
Offerings were light or moderate and 
were readily absorbed. Sales in the 
open market at Savannah and Jack- 
sonville would have been considerably 
larger than they were, according to 
some, but for the limited size of the 
offerings, much of the turpentine ar- 
riving being applied on contracts or 
disposed of privately. 

Nothing new or definite was heard 
concerning the holdings of the co-op- 
erative marketing association which 
were recently taken under the control 
of a Southern bank. The belief still 
appears to exist that a way will be 
found to dispose of these holdings of 
both turpentine and rosin in such 
manner as to avoid a depressing in- 
fluence in the open market. 

Rosin offerings in primary markets 
were moderate and changes in quota- 
tions on most grades were small, the 
tone at Savannah and Jacksonville be- 
ing steady or firm. Developments in 
the statistical position continued to be 
closely watched. Receipts have shown 
some falling off recently. Arrivals in 
the three principal markets in the 
South from the opening of the season 
to the close of the first week in August 
show a decrease of about 30,000 bar- 
rels as compared with the same time 
last season and of about 40,000 bar- 
rels as compared with two years ago. 

Market news that may have devel- 
oped after this report was sent to press 
will be found on page 2. 


Turpentine 


Business in turpentine in the local 
market lacked snap last week, the 
absence of any material change in the 
situation in the South as well as de- 
pressing developments in other com- 
modities here making many consumers 
disposed to adhere to a hand-to-mouth 
policy in making purchases. There was 
a fair call reported in some quarters, 
however, for small quantities for 
prompt shipment. Price movements in 
Southern markets were small, the tone 
at Savannah and Jacksonville being 
moderate.

Government Flaxseed Crop Estimate Is Reduced to 
13,807,000 Bushels--Sharp Changes in Prices--Cash 
Demand Good--Receipts Smaller--Linseed Oil Firmer 


The principal development of the 
week in the market for flaxseed and its 
products was the publication of the 
August government crop report. A 
bullish report had been expected by 
many, but it proved to be worse than 
looked for. The indicated crop on Au- 
gust 1 was only 13,807,000 bushels. This 
compared with an indicated crop of 
17,900,000 bushels in July and a pro- 
duction last season of 21,400,000 
bushels. 

The condition of the crop on August 
1 was only 43.2 percent, which was the 
lowest August condition on record, and 
the indicated yield per acre was only 
4.4 bushels, which was also below the 
previous low record of 4.6 bushels per 
acre in 1917. 

Flaxseed prices were irregular in do- 
mestic markets, changes being sharp. 
with the trend upward early in the 
week, followed by a reaction. Advices 
from the Northwest reported a dimin- 
ishing movement of seed from the 
farms as a result of the bullish gov- 
ernment report. There was a good de- 
mand for cash seed, 

Linseed oil advanced early in the 
week, but part of the rise was lost 
later. Cake and mea] were easier.

winter months. Yield per acre this year 
7.4 as against 5.7 last year. 


Quality of the seed continues to run 








rather poorly with much thin berried 
stuff arriving. Oil content continues to 
average below that of the early run last 
year. 

Pit trade held in fair volume for the 
week with buyers showing a strong in- 
fluence at times and then taking profit 
to break the market as much as 7c. Mon- 
day a good speculative interest Was ac- 
tive and crusher hedging operations were 
absorbed readily. In the late morning 
trade support was withdrawn with scat- 
tered profit taking and prices declined a 
cent from Monday's close.

Government Estimates Cotton Crop at 15,584,000 


Bales--Cottonseed Futures Take Sharp Decline--July 
Consumption 216,950 Barrels--Lard Off--Crude Quiet 


The great event of the week in the 
market for cottonseed products was 
the publication of the August estimate 
of the cotton crop. The figures proved 


to be much larger than had been ex- 
pected and oil prices here declined 
sharply. There was a violent fall in 


the market for lint cotton, while other 


factors having a depressing influence 
in the cottonseed oil market were 
weakness in lard, the sluggishness of 


trade in various oils, fats and greases, 
and a further decline in tallow. South- 
ern markets were quiet, with offerings 
light and quotations more or less nom- 
inal. Weather and crop news from the 
South was generally favorable. 


The total transactions in bleachable 
refined oil futures on the New York 
Produce Exchange for five business 
days of the week were 83 tankcars 
against 90 for five days of the pre- 
vious week and 61 in the week before 
that. At one time prices were 58 to 
65 points lewer on the _ principal 
months, but about 15 to 25 points of 
the loss was recovered later.

Cottonseed, Cake, Meal 


Quiet conditions continued to pre- 
vail in most parts of the South and 
the tone in some sections appeared to 
be somewhat easier, although quota- 
tions did not show much change. Of- 
ferings were generally reported as 
light, with nominal conditions ruling 
so far as spot prices were concerned, 
the bearish government cotton crop 
estimate failing to cause any material 
change in the attitude of holders of 
old crop supplies. In the Memphis 
market, however, sentiment appeared 
to be more bearish as a result of the 
government crop report and liquida- 
tion of speculative accounts was re- 
ported following the publication of the 
figures. 

According to the census report pub- 
lished on Wednesday the production of 
cake and meal for the season ended 
with July was about 70,000 tons smaller 
than in the previous season, but stocks 





at the mills at the close of the year 
were 150,291 tons against 92 tons 
at the end of the previous year. Ex- 
ports of cake and meal during 11 
months ended with June were only 
43,324 tons, or about 115,000 tons less 
than in the same time last season. 


Cottenseed Oil 


Refined cottonseed oil futures de- 
clined sharply in the local market last 


week, the dominant factor being the 
monthly government report on the cot- 
ton crop. This proved to be much 
more bearish than had been expected. 
According to the government the in- 
dicated crop on August 1 was 15,- 
584,000 bales. This compared with a 
production of 13,932,000 bales in the 
previous season. The condition of the 
crop on August 1, this year, was un- 
usually hign being 74.9 percent. In 


August last year the condition was 62.2 
percent while the ten year average for 


August is 67.5 percent. As the July 
acreage report this season put the 
area at 10 percent less than last sea- 
son, the August crop estimate was 
sharply criticised by some in the cot- 
ton and cottonseed oil trades while in 
the South it was denounced as a gross 
overestimate. 

The publication of the report, how- 
ever, was followed by general selling 
and lower prices Cotton quotations 
dropped more than $7 per bale in a 
single day. The quantity of cotton

August 1 was only 301 bales against 
78,188 bales in the previous season 
and 86,974 bales two vears ago. This 
report was without effect, being offset 
by the bearish government crop esti- 
mate.

The weekly government weather and 
crop report stated that in Texas there 
was no material change in the out- 
look for cotton though there was com- 
plaints of more than normal shedding 
and some plants dying locally on drier 
uplands of the state.

Fruiting is 
satisfactory in the central states of 
the belt, especially in some Northern 
sections and more locally in Louisiana, 
Mississippi and Alabama. In Georgia

ern states except for too much moisture 
in parts of Eastern North Carolina 
and local complaints of shedding in 
some dry sections of South Carolina. 
The monthly government cottonseed 
report was published on Wednesday. 
It showed that consumption of refined 
oil in July was 216,950 barrels against 
222,991 barrels in June and 307,433 bar- 
rels in July last year. Total consump- 


tion for the season ended with July 
Was 3,367,293 barrels against 3,607,505 
barrels in the previous season and

price. At an auction of tallow in Lon- 
don on Wednesday prices were lower 
with sales of only 48 casks out of of- 
ferings of 784 casks. Business in many 


oils, fats and greases here remained 
slow. The movement of lard to foreign 
countries continued on a small scale. 
Receipts of live hogs were generally 
small or moderate and hog prices at 
Chicago showed firmness much of the 


time though changes were rather nar- 
row. The weight of the live hogs re- 
ceived in Chicago during the week 
ended August 8 was 258 pounds on the 
average against 262 pounds in the pre- 
vious week and 261 pounds in the week 
before that. 

At one time quotations on bleachable 
refined cottonseed oil futures were 54 
to 65 points lower on the principal 
months, but there was a partial recov- 
ery which left the market 40 to 43 
points lower on Thursday as compared 
with the final prices of the previous 
Friday.

Chinawood.—Domestic markets had 
an easier tone last week, the trend of 
prices here and on the coast being 
downward at times, although changes 
for the week were narrow.

Corn.—The market for crude was 
quiet, the decline in competing product 
making consumers inclined to hold 
aloof. The market had an easy tone 
with quotations shaded about 4c. per 
pound. The indicated corn crop in 
the United States on August 1 was 
2,775,000,000 bushels as compared with 
2,968,000,000 bushels in the previous 
month, the decrease being attributed to 
drought and damage by pests. 

Mustard.—There were sellers at 75c. 
per gallon in barrels, showing a re- 
duction of 5c. There was a fair de- 
mand. 

Olive.—The market for foots had a 
fairly steady tone although trade was 
rather quiet and limited to moderate 
lots as a rule, consumers being disin- 
clined to anticipate. Offerings were 
light on spot and for arrival, however, 
and quotations were generally main- 
tained. A somewhat better inquiry was 
noted in a jobbing way for denatured 
oil. 

Palm.—Trade was quiet, weakness in 
competing product making consumers 
inclined to hold off for further develop- 
ments in the situation. Offerings from 
primary markets were reported as 
light, however, and spot quotations 
underwent little change. 

Perilla.—The coast market was quiet 
with offerings light and quotations 
steady though nominal. Here a fair 
inquiry was noted with small sales at 
8c. per pound in drums, prompt ship- 
ment. 

Rubberseed.—Supplies are light and 
the market, though quiet, was steady 
with quotations largely nominal.

According to a cable dated August 11, 
dispatched by Consul General Walter A. 
Adan.s, Hankow, to C. C. Concannon, 
Chief, Chemical Division, total chinawood 
oil shipments from that point during July 
aggregated 6,994,000 pounds of which 5,- 
250,000 pounds were destined to the 
United States and 1,744,000 pounds to Eu- 
rope. Local consumption stated to be 
about 500 short tons. Stocks on hand 
at Hankow at the end of July were esti- 
mated at approximately 1,100 short tons. 

Market quotations have been computed 
by the Chemical Division and conversion 
rates and equivalents in United States 
currency have been calculated at the cur- 
rent cable quotation of the Shanghai tael. 
The range of prices during July at Han-

The quiet that has prevailed in the 
market for menhaden oil here during the 
last month persists, with transactions few 
and far between. With the factories down 
the Chesapeake Bay still disposed to hold 
out for higher prices, the withdrawals 
of stocks there have shown little or no 
expansion, the supplies on hand remain- 
ing relatively large as the result of the 
carry-over from last season.

Margarin Tax Validity 
Case in Supreme Court 


The constitutionality of the Federal 
tax on margarin has been questioned 
by the Ed S Vail Butterine Company, 
which has filed a petition for a review 
by the United States Supreme Court 
of a decision of the Circuit Court of 
Appeals for the Seventh Circuit, which 
held that the margarin tax had been 
properly levied against the company. 
The petition to the Supreme Court as- 
serted that the classification made by 
the tax law is based on whether the 
color of a food product is natural or 
artificial. This classification is termed 
by the petitioner as arbitrary, unrea- 
sonable and constitutes class legisla- 
tion. It is further asserted that the 
tax is a penalty or punishment and 
that the law, under the guise of a rev- 
enue law, is a regulation of an industry 
entirely under state control.

Solvents, Naphthas, and Other Refinery Products 
Advance Substantially as Shut-down in Oklahoma 
Continues--General Position Strong; Advances Likely 


Values for petroleum solvents, dilu- 
ents and other refinery products con- 
tinued to rise at the Midcontinent re- 
finery market last week while oil wells 
in Oklahoma continued “under the 
shut-down invoked by W. H. Murray, 
Governor of that State, a week ago. 
Faced with reticent submission by 
large oil producers, but determined to 
hold out until buyers would be willing 
to pay $1 per barrel for crude oil, the 
Governor's plan to stabilize the Okla- 
homa oil industry had more promise 
of success last week than it did when 
first placed into operation, according 
to opinion among local oil men. Prices 
for refined products have advanced, 
some of them quite substantially, and 
the position of the gasoline and other 
markets was currently at such a point 
that it could provide for higher posted 
prices for crude oil than those that 
were in affect before the encampment 
of Governor Murray's troops in the oil 
regions. 

A signal affect last week was the 
resumption of a posted price by a 
major buyer of East Texas crude, 
which was quite higher than the for- 
mer “going” level of the market. This 
movement, according to opinion, 
should have a further strengthening 
affect upon conditions and _ possibili- 
ties of still higher prices for refined 
products were not at all remote. 

Increased prices for industrial 
naphthas and solvents last week were 
the heaviest of the movement that 
commenced three weeks ago. The cur- 
rent quotations for cleaners’ naphtha, 
stoddard solvent, v. m. & p. naphtha 
and lacquer diulent were a full cent 
above those that were named before 
the commencement of the move and 
with growing strength each day, 
further advances were not considered 
unlikely. Gasoline was again higher 
at the Midcontinent refineries, but the 
quotations for U. S. Motor material 
were unchanged at the local refineries. 
However, the strengthening tone 
reached here to the extent that it re- 
moved most of the shaded prices that 
had been liberally offered previously. 
The advances in solvents and naph- 
thas also failed to alter the general 
aspect of the East Coast market, but 
the position was a strong one and re- 
finers here and in Chicago indicated 
that a nearby advance was in pros- 
pect, particularly should conditions 
tighten further in the Midcontinent. 


Through the fluctuations in crude oil 
and regular refinery products, the po- 
sition of the market for the group of 
hydrocarbon gases has remained un- 
affected. Steadiness of prices was a 
singular characteristic of the market 
for these products. It was reported 
from Toronto last week that Canadian 
oil interests were preparing to expand 
distribution facilities for butane and 
propane air gas and also for more 
comprehensive marketing of naphtha 
products from the Turner Valley gas 
field. 

The estimate of daily average pro- 
duction of crude oil for the United 


States during the week ended August 
8 did not reveal an accurate picture 
of current production at Oklahoma 
fields because operators had run un- 
der open flow for several days pre- 
vious to the enforced shut-down in 
order to obtain all the oil possible 
The daily average for that week was 

compared with 2,500,- 
650 barrels in the preceding week and 
2,480,350 barrels in the corresponding 
period last year, according to _ the 
American Petroleum Institute. The 
current daily average production as 
estimated by the Oil, Paint & Drug 
Reporter was 2,144,600 barrels. 


Solvents and Diluents 


Further reductions were made in the 
prices for petroleum solvents and dilu- 
ents at the Midcontinent refinery mar- 
ket last week. Fostered by the forced 
shut-down of wells in Oklahoma, the 
market has adwanced along with other 
refinery products and including last 
week's advances, which 
broadest of the movement, 
ket for most solvents has been ad- 
vanced by a full cent over the past 
three weeks Cleaners’ naphtha, lac- 
quer diluent, petroleum thinner, stod- 
dard solvent and v.m.&p. naphtha were 
all marked upward at the Midcontinent 
refineries. Rubber solvents were the 
only products that did not join in the 
upward march, but this market was 
strong, and it was not easy for spot 
buyers to obtain supplies at the mar- 
ket value because some of the large 
refiners were well sold up on their cur- 
rent output. 

The East Coast market also failed 
to participate in the price adwances, as 
did the Chicago refinery market, but 
in both directions the prices named 
were strong ones, and indications given 
by refiners in both areas were to the 
effect that a mearby price rise would 
not be surprising. This indication was 
particularly weighty since the mark 
up of East Texas crude oil prices late 
last week. 

Cleaners’ Naphtha—Prices for this 
solvent were advanced at Midcontinent 
refineries for the third week in suc- 
cession. Quotations for tankears Were 
marked up to 5%c. per gallon, an ad- 
vance of 5g¢c. per gallon for the week 
and an aggregate advance of a full 
cent over the past three weeks. _Inter- 
est from industrial users has _ been 
broadened by the advancing prices 
which were attributed to the _ shut- 
down of Oklahoma wells and the gen- 
eral strengthening position at the Mid- 
continent,

The State of the Petroleum Market

Importers of Sulphate of Ammonia Will Accept Bids 
At $21 per Ton--Domestic Product Holds Unchanged 
--Cyanamide Cut--Tag Sales Decrease 26% In Year 


Another break in foreign sulphate of 
ammonia prices occurred last week. 
This development and the news that 
sales of fertilizer tags in sixteen South- 
ern states during the fiscal year ended 
July were less than seventy-four per- 
cent of the sales for the previous sea- 
son, supplied the outstanding features 
to an otherwise dull and colorless mar- 
ket for fertilizer raw materials. 

This latest slash in imported sul- 
phate of ammonia prices created an- 


other new low record value for that 
commodity and as events progressed 


the situation bécame more complex for 
buyers and prospective buyers. The 
domestic suppliers of sulphate have 
not followed the latest downward price 
movement and an interesting feature 
of the negotiations between importers 
and buyers of sulphate last week was 


the report that the new low prices 
available were not issued in the nature 
of direct quotations, but were prices 
which the importers would accept on 


bids from buyers. Thusly, the import- 











market shortly. That information was 
obtained from a reasonably reliable 
source, but was indicated last week by 
the firm in question, that the report 
was untrue. 

The price of cyanamide was also cut 
last week. This marked the second 
such movement this summer and 
placed the market at a new record low 
price. 

Fertilizer tag sales for July in 16 
states were approximately 98 percent 
of those for July, 1930, according to the 
National Fertilizer Association and 
sales during the fiscal year ended July 
were less than 74 percent of those for 


the preceding season. July sales in- 
volved 27,446 tons against 28,041 in 
July, 1930, while the sales in the fiscal 


period (August, 1930-July, 1931) cov- 
ered 4,404,439 tons against 5,974,446 in 
the preceding season and 5,880,039 in 
the same period two seasons ago.

Continued 
failure of the European cartel to reach 
an agreement and a report that another 
effort is being made to reach an agree- 
ment are factors considered affecting the 
delay in announcing nitrogen prices.

Crop conditions continue to show slight 
improvement. Generally sneaking, cotton 
in the southeast is getting enough rain 
to promote rapid growth and fruiting. 
The rains have been confined to local 
showers and no general rains have 
brought about a general improvement. 


Markets for leading southern crops 
have thus far proven disappointing to 
fertilizer interests which do not see any 
great increase in fertilizer consumption 
next season,

Increased freight rates on chemicals 
could not be passed on to consumers, 
because the purchasers are not the ul- 
timate consumers. and because com- 
petition in chemical selling is too 
keen, the witness declared. He said 
that the chemical market now is a 
buyers’ market and prices are below 
prewar levels. While the railroads are 
complaining that their revenues are 
16.63 percent below the 1921 level, the 
prices of chemicals in January, 1931, 
were 32.9 percent below the 1921 level, 
and in July, 1931, were 34.5 percent 
below the 1921 level, Mr. Mabey stated. 


The horizontal increase would limit 
markets and the distribution of chem- 
icals beeause the close price competi- 
tion would prevent long hauls to con- 
suming points, he said, also chemical 
manufacturers would use _ pipelines, 
trucks, waterways, and all other forms 
of transportation in the battle of costs 
which now characterizes competition,

Chemical Methods Are 


Converting Farm Waste 


BIRMINGHAM, Aug. 10, 1931. 

Chemical methods of converting 
agricultural waste into useful products 
were discussed recently before the Ala- 
hama Farm Bureau Federation by 
Theodore Swann, president of Swann 
Chemical Company. Mr. Swann is a 
former vice-president of Alabama In- 
dustrial Development Board. 

Talking on “Agriculture and Indus- 
try Co-operating,” he discussed com- 
- 5 mon problems and compared progress 
in the world. in each and stated that the 1930 cen- 
sus showed slightly more than a mil- 
lion persons gainfully employed in Ala- 
bama. Almost half of these are en- 
gaged in agriculture and a substantial 
percentage of the other half are di- 
rectly dependent on their trade with 
farmers he pointed out. 

Mr. Swann explained a process which 
takes valueless cottonseed hull and 
converts it into xylose, a non-fattening 
sugar, declaring it will not be long 
before many of the raw materials for 
chemicals will come from the farmer. 
His company has spent more than $1,- 
000,000 for research in Alabama during 
the past vear, he concluded.

The situation in the market for the 
various hydrocarbon products was rel- 
atively unchanged last week, with the 
demand for industrial benzol, toluol 
and the other basic products at a com- 
paratively slow pace, but the low level 
at which coke ovens were operating 
tended to give the market as a whole 
a firm price position. The call for the 
intermediates continued spotty, while 
a slight expansion was shown in the 
shipments of the ceratin colors and the 
acid section noted a highly irregular 
request. 


By virtue of the fact that the cur- 
rent year is considered the replace- 
ment period in the tire business, the 


rubber trade continued as the bright 
spot in the buying again last week of 
industrial benzol. Moreover, further 
tightening was evident in the motor 
benzol market.

ment in the demand for the industrial 
commodity, sellers were looking for a 
slight stiffening in the prices, due to 
the fact that reserve stocks of sellers 
were not of sizeable proportions. 
Although lacquer makers showed no 
inclination to forsake the cautious at- 
titude towarding the ordering of sup- 
plies, firmness continued apparent in 
the market for toluol. However, a pick- 
up in the demand from the automobile 
industry for both the finished pro- 
ducts of the lacquer manufacturers 
and toluene was expected in the not 
too distant future, for that trade must 
issue orders for material during the 
current month if a revival of produc- 
tion schedules is expected to take place 
in September. Some measure of im- 
provement in motor car production is 
foreshadowed by increased activity in 
the die department of plants making 
automobile stampings. Production for 
July was expected to reach approxi- 
mately 200,000 units, with August 
showing a slight decline with July. 
With curtailment taking place in 
production schedules abroad, leading 
sellers of imported cresylic acid indi- 
cated that a firm tone was shown in 
the market here. Sellers of the domes- 
tic material also stated that a slight 
betterment was shown in the demand 
side of the dealings. In the market as 
a whole, the buying was supplied by 
the mining trade, disinfectant makers 
and the textile industry last week. 
Steel mill activity remained’ un- 
changed at 30 percent of capacity last 
week. Iron Age indicated that the steel 
picture is confused because of mixee 
tendencies in production and irregu- 
larities in the flow of specifications. 
Whether steel production has actually 
reached its low point, as now seems to 
be indicated, it was clear that several 
important iron and steel market fac- 
tors point to an upturn in the future. 


Basic Products 


Benzene (Benzol).—Although the ra- 
tio of operations in the industries 
consuming industrial benzol had little 
to offer in the way of improvement. 
the slow character of the buying called 
for a sufficient volume of material to 
give the market a decidedly firm tone 
by reason of the low level of opera- 
tions at the coke ovens, resulting in 
a curtailed production of the various 
basic products. 3y virtue of the large 
demand for replacement of rubber 
tires, -with the current year considered 
the replacement year in that trade, the 
rubber trade continued as the bright 
spot in the withdrawals of commodity 
under review. A tight situation was 
again prevalent in motor benzol. June 
exports of benzol totaled 3,093,601 gal- 
lons as compared with 8,214,317 gallons 
in the same month a year ago. For 
the six months the aggregate of ex- 


ports was 10,511,570 gallons as against 


27,002,613 gallons in the correspond- 
ing period last year. Iron Age esti- 
mated the average rate of steel mill 
operations at 32 percent of capacity, 
showing a gain of 2 percent over the 
previous week. 


Creosote Oil. 3usiness in this direc- 
tion failed to show a material broad- 
ening last week, with the major rail- 
road systems holding the purchases 
of the wood preservative grades to a 
minimum.

Uruguay Plans Embargo 
On Nonessential Goods 


With a view to improvement of the 
financial and economic situation in 
Uruguay, the National Council of Ad- 
ministration has recommended to the 
Uruguayan Congress the enactment of 
emergency legislation prohibiting until 
December 31, 1931, the importation of 
a wide range of so-called non-essential 
commodities, including perfumes, toilet 
articles, scouring soaps and powders, 
and non-alcoholic beverages and their 
syrups. Merchandise shipped from 
foreign ports on or before August 7 
would not be affected under the terms 
of the proposed measure and the na- 
tional council would be empowered to 
admit prohibited goods leaving foreign 
ports before August 23 provided it was 
proved the goods had been purchased 
before August 7. 

It was further proposed to empower 
the national council to authorize im- 
portation of prohibited goods under 
exceptional circumstances, and also 
would give power to the council to 
authorize the purchase of prohibited 
articles in countries granting economic 
or financial facilities to Uruguay, ac- 
cording to the United States Depart- 
ment of Commerce. The council would 
also have power to restrict imports of 
non-prohibited goods to 70 percent of 
the 1930 volume of imports. 


A decree of the national council

dated April 7 and to be effective 60 days 
after publication on May 13, prohibits 
the importation of caustic soda in gal- 
vanized containers. The decree pro- 
vides that caustic soda must be packed 
in non-galvanized iron drums or in 
wooden casks. It is held that the caus- 
tic, soda in galvanized containers 
generates hydrogen, thereby becoming 
dangerous to the safety of both prop- 
erty and persons. 

The import duty on naphtha has 
been changed in complementary legis- 
lation to the temporary extension of 
the 1930 Uruguayan budget, effective 
as of August 1. This provides that 
naphtha will pay an import duty of 
0.01 peso per liter instead of 0.01 peso 
per kilo as previously, plus a surtax of 
4 percent of the official valuation of 
0.10 peso per liter. The official valua- 
tion of gasoline is increased from 6.50 
to 10.00 pesos per hectoliter, on which 
the import duty is 0.01 peso per kilo, 
plus a tax of 0.02 peso per liter, plus a 
surtax of 4 percent of the official valu-

Slight Improvement Is Shown in General Demand-- 
Prices for Tanning Materials Hold Firm--Corn Starch 
And Dextrin Continue Steady--Egg Products Slow 


Although a slight betterment was 
shown in the demand, transactions in 
the market for dyestuffs and tanstuffs 
clearly indicated that purchases were 
for immediate requirements only. Tan- 
ning and textile interests showed no 
disposition to forsake the cautious at- 
titude of hand-to-mouth buying, with 
the result that the price position of 
the market as a whole was unchanged. 
Trading lacked an outstanding feature. 

Prices throughout the tanning mate- 
rial division of the market were re- 
ported firm, due to the depleted condi- 
tion of local dealers’ stocks in some in- 
stances and the desire of primary mar- 
ket collectors to hold prices firm in 
order to stimulate interests in the 
gathering of the various crops and 
peeling operations. 

The extent to which surplus supplies 
of local dealers’ stocks had reached 
may be gleaned from the latest avail-

imports of gambier amounted to 379,- 
909 pounds as compared with 114,991 
pounds in the same months a year ago.

Although the basic corn market 
reached the lowest levels this season, 
dealings in the various corn dextrins 
and starches noted a steady tone. A 
total corn production of 2,775,000,000 
bushels was estimated on the basis of 
the August 1 condition. The July fore- 


cast was 2,968,000,000. The 1930 pro- 
duction was 2,094,000,000 bushels and 
the five-year average 32,761,000,000 


Corn was said to be in need 
of rain badly, but in only a few im- 
portant states was it already so se- 
riously damaged that it cannot recover. 
Among the other sizing materials it 
was reported that a slow call was 
noted for the various egg products, but 
the undertone of the dealings was firm. 

In connection with the textile indus- 
try it was stated that the wool divi- 
sion continues as the outstanding 
branch of that industry, with the rayon 
factories operating at favorable ratio 
of production. Return of the silk mill 
strikebreakers to the Paterson, N. J., 
plants has tended to create a better 
feeling throughout that section of the 
industry. Government cotton crop re- 
port was estimated at 15,584,000 bales 
plus carryover, and is the largest in 


bushels.

Second Decline in Quinine Prices Affects All Salts 
--Lower Quotations Had Been Forecast by Dutch 


Monopoly Official Last 


The principal development in the 
market for drugs and fine chemicals 
last week was a further decline in 
prices for quinine sulphate and bi- 
sulphate, accompanied by a revision 
downward in the quotations for all 
other quinine salts and cinchona bark 
derivatives. Barbital was also slightly 
lower, reflecting cheaper costs abroad. 
Menthol continued in excellent de- 
mand that developed when infantile 
paralysis reached epidemic  propor- 
tions in this section of the country. 
Quicksilver was steadier, but prices 
had yet to advance. Demand for most 
articles in the market continued to be 
conservative in all directions, but it 
compared well with the total volume 
of sales in recent weeks. 

The second decline in quinine prices 
came as a surprise to the market. Yet 
it should not have caused surprise.

rector of the Government Cinchona 
Estate and Experimental Station in 
Java, in a lecture on cinchona cultiva- 
tion given in this city stated in the 
presence of Dr. A. R. van Linge, head 
of the Nederlandsche Kinnefabrik, the 
largest maker of quinine in the world, 
and a_ selected group of American 
business men, that it was the inten- 
tion of the Dutch monopoly to reduce 
the price of quinine from time to 
time with the intention of returning 
that article to a price closer to normal. 
However, surprise did exist here. Be- 
cause of the intricate business machin- 
ery that must be set in motion through- 
out the entire world when quinine prices 
are changed by the Dutch monopoly, 
any change made in quotations is not 
likely to be soon followed by another. 
Changes in two successive weeks is 
almost a record for the article. The 
quinine situation throughout the world 
is unsettled. Independent production 
has increased and promises to be ex- 
panded further as time goes. on. 
Quinine sold to Russia, a country 
which uses huge quantities of the ar- 
ticle, has been sold back into the Lon- 
don market where it came in compe- 
tition with the Dutch and British 
products. Dissatisfaction that comes 
close to disruption exists within the 
quinine monopoly governed by the 
Dutch grows steadily. Over-produc- 
tion of bark calling for destruction of 
stocks from time to time prevails at 
a time when consumption has declined. 
The future of the article is highly un- 
certain. 

The call for menthol was splendid. 
Stocks were small and hence prices 
remained strong and more in line with 
replacement costs than they had been 
for some time past. Quicksilver was 
not greatly in demand, but low prices 
have caused curtailment in produc-

tion, and hence there were some who 
expected a recovery in prices in the 
not far distant future. Mercurial prep- 
arations were unchanged. Soft mer- 
curials have still to reflect the low- 
ered cost of production that has been 
reflected in the hard group.

Acetanilide.—The call for spot goods 
was somewhat improved and prices 
had a very steady undertone through- 
out the past week. Production has 
been scaled to approximate the con- 
suming requirements of the country 
and hence no surplus of output exists 
at this time. 

Acetphenetidin.—Demand was rou- 
tine. Requirements of most buyers in- 
volved small quantities of the article 
and hence the total volume of sales 

was conservative in size. However, 
because of moderate competition, prices 
held without change. 

Agar Agar.—Undertones are very 
firm because of the strength noted in 
the replacement market. Importations 
during the first six months of this 
year totaled 367,802 pounds as com- 
pared with 242,095 pounds of record 
during the corresponding period a year 
ago. 

Alcohol.—The new formula C. D. No. 
5 went into effect as scheduled for 
August 10. The price for this formula 
is le. higher than that for the old, 
being 25c. per gallon in tank cars. The 
old formula was still offered at 24c. 
per gallon in tanks but the offerings 
were made subject to prior sale. Busi- 
ness in the alcohol market was re- 
ported to be very fair. Deliveries have 
picked up considerably. Also, the 
chemical business which is a bypro- 
duct development of the alcohol trade 
was said to be picking up nicely, giv- 
ing the entire market an improved 
tone. 

Ammonia Citrate.—Quotations were 
S0c. to 85c. per pound in a very steady 
market. Demand was well up to the 
routine proportions noted recently and 
the continued movement in quantities 
conservative in size fully supported 
open market quotations throughout 
the past week. 

Ammonia Salicylate. — Quotations 
were $1.15 to $1.20 per pound and in 
keeping with the steady position of all 
salicylates this material was firmly 
maintained under fair sized demand 
from consumers.

Demand for salts 
was very fair on the spot, the call for 
the major items showing up very well. 
No change in prices has been forecast 
by market conditions recently. 

Blue Mass.—Although prices on nu- 
merous other mercury derivatives have 
been reduced. quotations for blue mass 
remain on the basis of 94c. to 96c. per 
pound. However, the market was easy 
in undertone. 

Brucine. — Movement of alkaloid 
into new consuming channels was said 
to be very good, accounting for a rigid 
maintenance of quotations in most 
directions. Sulphate was very dull, 
demand being jobbing in all respects. 

Cadmium Metal and Salts.— Routine 
request was reported.

alcohol for anti-freeze purposes. Prices 
have not been changed for some time 
and seemed to be fairly steady last 
week. Natural methanol received a 
restricted sale, the consuming market 
for large tonnage business having been 
cut down materially. 

Methylene Blue. — Quotations _ re- 
mained at $1.75 to $2 per pound, the 
point reached when values declined 
recently. Demand was for small quan- 
tities but the number of orders was 
sufficient to make a fair sized total 
volume of sales. 

Opium.—tThe spot market has be- 
come steadier since the recent revision 
downward, 4 movement that brought 
local quotations more closely into line 
With the replacement cost of the 
article. Importations during the first 
six months of this year totaled 70,438 
pounds as compared with 58,735 pounds 
imported during the corresponding 
period last year. 

Potash Citrate. — Quotations were 
Steady at 42%c. to 46%c. per pound. 
Although reports of these prices hav- 
ing been shade@ have been current, 
so far as could be learned the reports 
varied from the fact that the quota- 
tions were being steadily maintained 
despite the competitive and disturbed 
position of raw material. 

Quicksilver—The market continued 
to display a steadier tone. Recent re- 
visions have driven prices down to a 
basis below which the domestic mines 
allewe they cannot sell at a profit. In 
fact. the low prices have caused some 
mines to cease production,and it is that 
fact that accounts for the firmer po- 
sition of the market, quoted at $83 to 
$89 per flask. 

Quinine—Prices for sulphate and 
bisulphate were reduced 2c. per ounce 
again, making the second reduction 
within two weeks. The new quota- 
tions are 36c. per ounce. Quotations 
for all other quinine salts were also 
reduced. The declines have been 
caused by the disturbed and compe- 
titive markets abroad, a situation that 
has not been made any easier by the 
fact that quinine sold to Russia has 
been sold by that country to the Lon- 
don market, there to compete with the 
products of the British and Duteh fac- 
tories. Although 36c. was the official 
quotation throughout the world, it was 
clear that from independent sources 
moderate-sized quantities might be se- 
cured at 34%c. to 34c. per ounce, pos- 
sibly as low as 3’c. if competition 
forced the issue. One quarter promi- 
nent in the local sale of quinine at cut 
prices is understood to be about due 
for withdrawal from the market. This

quarter is alleged to hold 60,000 ounces, 
of which quantity 30,000 ounces has 
been sold on contract, leaving a bal- 
ance of 30,000 ounces with which to 
disturb this market. It is claimed that 
when this 30,000 ounces is sold no more 
goods will be forthcoming from that 
direction. 

Red Precipitate—Prices were steadier 
at the recent decline, but unsettlement 
still remained because of uncertainty 
regarding the future of raw material 
prices. At the moment, it would ap- 
pear that there is an excellent chance 
for hig@her quotations on quicksilver. 

Rochelle Salt— Competition remained 
active, but the domestic makers were 
able to maintain their price of 18c. per 
pound fairly well throughout the past 
week despite the pressure exerted by 
holders of “outside’’ parcels. 

Salol.—In keeping with the well- 
stabilized position of most salicylates, 
salol was continued on the basis of 
9c. to 95c. per pound and sold rather 
freely thereat during the past week. 
Most orders involved quantities of fair 
size. 

Santonin.—Importations during the 
first six months of this year totaled 
400 pounds for an average value of 
$102 per pound. The spot price quoted 
by the representatives of the Russian 
producers was $115 per pound. 

Silver Nitrate. — The schedules of 
prices since the last report prevailed 
at the following levels, covering quan- 
tities of 100 ounces; small lots cost 
from ic. to 2c. more per ounce, and 
quantities of 500 ounces are quoted at 
about ic. less.

Detention of 184 Parcels of Rhubarb Brings Sharp 
Rise in Spot Prices--Six Months’ Imports 37,200,000 
Pounds Less than 1930--Exports Off 299,500 Pounds 


More favorable reports concerning 
the volume of business done in July 
were heard in the botanical drug mar- 
ket during the past week. Several 
quarters intimated that in terms of 
tonnage sold July made a much better 
showing this year than a year ago. In 
terms of dollars and cents, however, 
the showing was adverse because 
the declines in prices had not been 
accompanied by an increase in the ton- 
nage sold. However, no one had ex- 
pected to make a favorable statement 
in terms of dollars. The satisfactory 
showing in pounds sold resulted in a 
better feeling in the market generally. 

Prices continued to be predominately 
downward. However, the price feature 
of the week was the severe rise in quo- 
tations for high dried rhubarb root. 
The advance was due to the detention 
of 100 bags and 84 cases of root be-

Juniper.—Routine demand that was 
fairly active most of the time last week 
kept prices to a steady position at 44¢c. 
to 5c. per pound. 


Flowers 


Arnica.—Considering the _ inactive 
state of the spot market, the price for 
this flower has been very steady during 
recent weeks, It remained steady under 
jobbing demand filled at llc. to 12c. per 
pound during the past week. 

Chamomile—The market retained 
firm characteristics, as stocks were 
said to be conservative. Furthermore, 
some have felt that new crop will not 
be as large this year as it was last. 
Furthermore, dealers are not convinced 
that the shippers will use the care 
necessary to prevent the rejections 
that featured the importations of this 
article since the 1930 crop. 

Insect (Pyrethrum).—Spot quota- 
tions were very steady, but the season 
for powder has not been so active as 
had been hoped for or even expected 
in the earlier part of the year. Impor- 
tations of flowers were substantially 
lower during the first six months of 
1931 in comparison with the figures 
covering the corresponding period a 
year ago. 

Clover.—The crop prospect was said 
to be very fair and prices during the 
coming season were expected to favor 
buyers for consumption. Jobbing busi- 
ness prevailed last week and the trans- 
actions were made at 8c. to 9c. per 
pound as to seller. 

Mullein. Somewhat more stable 
prices were noted in the spot market 
during the past week. The local quo- 
tations were 80c. to 85c. per pound and 
the trade as a whole refused to shade 
the position. Demand in jobbing size 
was said to be very fair. 

Saffron.—The market was very quiet. 
Demand was for quantities ranging 
from one to five tins and the total 
reached was conservative in size. Quo-

Henna.—Summer demand for powder 
has been fairly active in most direc- 
tions and a firm undertone has pre- 
vailed much of the time. Quotations 
during the past week were noted on 
the basis of 12c. to 14c. per pound de- 
pending on seller. 

Patchouli.—A firmer undertone came 
with the establishment of lower quota- 
tions on spot in the not far distant 
past. A fairly good movement to 
buyers was recorded during the past 
week and the market was steady at 
l5c. to l6c. per pound. 
Importations of this article 
during the first six months of this 
vear totaled 246,367 pounds as com- 
pared with 1,334,131 pounds during the 
corresponding time a year ago. It 
would appear that consumption in this 
country has been curtailed severely un- 
less the decrease in importations be ac- 
counted for by stocks held by manu- 
facturing consumers.

Agaric.— Quotations were 25c. to 26c. 
per pound, but the price was nominal 
and capable of being shaded with a 
firm order in hand being presented to 
the sales agents representing the pri- 
mary market producers. Practically no 
demand was reported. 

Colocynth Pulp.—The firmer position 
recently noted continued dominant on 
the spot. Stocks were no longer heavy 
and a menace to the maintenance of 
quotations. Demand has not freshened 
much if any but the views of most 
sellers were steady at 18c. to 19c. per 
pound. y 

Ergot.—A steady but not very active 
spot market prevailed on the spot. 
Buyers were not interested in offerings 
to the point of placing substantial 
orders. Prices were apparently without 
change, yet on the basis of business 
being done the quotations could hardly 
be confirmed as being firm. 

Lycopodium.—A buyers’ market con- 
tinued to prevail for this material. 
Quotations were 32c. per pound inside, 
but on the type of business current 
during the past week 33c. to 34c. per 
pound was nearer the market. Demand 
was light and for small quantities. 

Manna.—Competition was fairly ac- 
tive on the spot and kept quotations 
somewhat unsettled most of the time 
last week. However, the principal sell- 
ers of the material kept prices without 
open change.

Sellers declared that shading of prices 
failed to stimulate the interest of buy- 
and hence quotations were re- 
tained while awaiting the development 
of larger requirements. 

Ipecac.—Whole was quoted $1.30 to 
$1.35 per pound and that was a com- 
petitive price named when firm orders 
were in sight. Powder held at $1.50 to 
$1.55 per pound, but the call was very 
small throughout the past week. 

Licorice.—Importations during the 
first six months of this year totaled 
19,669,280 pounds as compared with 
20,779,606 pounds during the corres- 
ponding time a year ago. Business on 
spot continued in routine fashion with 
sales comparing well with those in 
recent months, 

Rhubarb.—Due to 
siderable quantities of root 
arrived in this market, some 
were short of stocks and the market 
became generally firmer and some- 
what higher. Quotations named on 
high dried root were 18c. to 19c. per 
pound according to seller. On small 
Chinese root the range was l5c. to 17c. 
according to seller. The goods offered 
at 15c. were said to be USP. 

Sarsaparilla.— Mexican 
shaded to 13%c. to l4e. per pound and 
offered freely thereat in certain quar- 
ters in this market. The sales made 
during the past week were compara- 
tively few and totaled a moderate 
volume of business. 

Senega.—The market here was 42c. 
to 43c. per pound owing to absence of 
important export demand. Prices in 
the primary market were compara- 
tively easy owing to a similar lack of 
business.

Under the new 
code, regulating 
manufacture, and 
medicinal products, 
be considered falsified (1) if the con- 
tainer does not show the exact for- 
mula of composition or if it contains 
any decoration or design referring to 
the ingredients of which the product 
is composed, which is false or sus- 
ceptible of deceiving the public in any 
way: (2) if it is similar and is sold 
under the name of another product 
already registered with the Direction 
General of Sanitation; (3) if the orig- 
inal contents of the package have been 
partially or totally removed from the 
container and substituted by other 
substances; (4) if the label or wrap- 
per contains references to preventive, 
curative, or therapeutic qualities that 
are false, exaggerated, or contrary to 
scientifically established facts. 

Medicinal products, according to 
further information received by the 
Department of Commerce from the 
commercial! attache at Santiago, will 
be considered contaminated and, 
hence, unsalable, if they contain germs 
or parasites capable of transmitting 
diseases to men or to animals. Me- 
dicinal products will be considered 
adulterated (1) when sold under a 
name recognized by the national 
pharmacopeia and_ differing as _ to 
strength, quality, or purity; (2) when 
the strength or purity is not as ad- 
vertised, and (3) when found in a 
manifest state of alteration and when 
the wrappers, labels or containers 
have deteriorated, without prejudice 
to an analysis, if deemed necessary. 

Medicinal products are understood 
to include any substance or prepara- 
tion for the treatment, immunization, 
or prevention of diseases of men or of 
animals. The manufacture, sale, offer 
for sale or use in any form of me- 
dicinal products that are contaminated, 
adulterated or falsified is prohibited 
Prepared medicines and pharmaceuti- 
cal specialties can not be imported or 
manufactured, sold or distributed in 
Chile without the previous authoriza- 
tion of and registration with the Di- 
rection General of Sanitation. Trade- 
marks can not *e registered without 
consent of the direction. 

The Direction General of Sanitation 
will not authorize the manufacture, 
importation, preparation, packing or 
sale and will refuse registration of 
pharmaceutical specialties (1) if there 
is infringement of any of the provi- 
sions referring to contamination, al- 
teration, or falsification of medicinal 
products; (2) if the formula is not 
exact or offers an absurd redundancy 
of components or if there is chemical 
or therapeutic incompatability; (3) 
if it is found from the analysis that 
the formula declared by the manu- 
facturer, agent or seller does not cor- 
respond to the contents; (4) if it is 
harmful to health in the opinion of the 
Direction General of Sanitation; or 
(5) if the product is prepared for 
antegenesial purposes or if it is rec- 
ommended as such. 

Medicinal products containing alco- 
hol, which are not pharmaceutical spe- 
cialties and are not included in the 
national pharmacopeia can not be sold 
or advertised. It is prohibited to pub- 
lish advertisements concerning phar- 
maceutical specialties without indicat- 
ing the basis of their composition. 
Similarly, all advertising regarding 
the preventive or curative qualities of 
a product not in agreement with that 
shown on the label or in the accom- 
panying printed matter approved by 
the Direction General of Sanitation at 
the time of registration is also prohib- 
ited. National or foreign pharma- 
ceutical specialties must show the re- 
tail price on their container. 

Other recently’ effective Chilean 
regulations require that all vaccines, 
serums, biologicals, biochemicals, vita- 
mines, and similar products must be 
licensed by the control department of 
the Chilean Public Health Service be- 
fore they can be manufactured, im- 
ported, or distributed in Chile. Auto- 
genous vaccines and serums, simple or 
sensitized, for immediate use, and all 
biologicals and biochemicals prepared 
exclusively for instruction purposes 
are excepted from these regulations.

Damage by Fire to Lemon and Orange Groves in 
Messina Fails to Stimulate Replacement Prices--Six 
Months’ Imports Substantially Less than Last Year 


Price declines were numerous in the 
market for essential oils during the 
past week. Competition was current 
in all quarters of the market, and 
changes in the replacement costs of 
most oils were promptly reflected in 
quotations for spot deliveries. Demand 
was irregular most of the time. Quan- 
tities taken on individual orders were 
mostly small, indicating the hand-to- 
mouth policy of purchase that controls 
most buyers at. the present time.

Geranium.—Demand did little more 
than “simmer” last week; practically 
all orders involved quantities very 
conservative in size and totaled a 
volume that did little more than make 
for the maintenance of spot quota- 
tions.

Lemongrass.— Shipment quotations 
quotations were low and favorable 
Spot quotations held to the basis of 
46c. to 48c. per pound, reached in the 
decline noted during the previous pe- 
riod. Demand on spot was quite ir- 
regular at all times. 

Lime.—Distilled oil was cheaper for 
replacement and spot quotations were 
reduced to the basis of $9.75 to $10.25 
per pound, with supplies being offered 
freely in some directions. Expressed 
oil remained very firm, stocks being 
narrow here and offerings from the 
primary market being few. 

Mustard.—Artificial oil could be 
bought for $1.50 to $1.55 per pound on 
the spot, and sellers so quoting re- 
ported none but jobbing business being 
done at the present time. Stocks were 
ample and showed a comparatively 
low cost to the importer. 


Orange. — Lower quotations for 
orange oil in shipment and spot posi- 
tion developed during the past week: 
Quotations were $2 to $2.50 per pound 
for Messina and $1.75 to $2 for the 
West Indian varieties. Californian 
cold pressed and distilled oil held un- 
changed at $1.80 to $1.90 and Tic. to 
80c. per pound, respectively. Demand 
was quiet on the spot. 

Pennyroyal. — Imported oil was 
cheaper at $1 to $1.05 per pound and 
the movement was confined mainly to 
quantities jobbing in size and sufficient 
to cover the immediate needs of the 


manufacturing consumers. The re- 
placement market seemed to be tairly 
easy. 

Peppermint.—Prices in the country 
have declined again and considerable 
selling pressure seemed to have devel- 
oped. It was believed that the smaller 
producers were having difficulty in se- 
curing merchandise loans from middle- 
western banks and hence when in need 
of cash are being compe!led to accept 
bids for the oil in hand. It is also 
felt that the crop will run larger and 
be better in quality than had been ex- 
pected. 

Spearmint.—Quotations were weak 
at $1.65 to $1.75 per pound. The pri- 
mary market offerings were liberal in 
size and cheaply priced compared with 
the values noted in recent years. Buy- 
ers remained aloof in expectation of 
still lower quotations. 


Tansy.—Quotations were down to 
$2.15 to $2.25 per pound, the movement 
being the result of new crop offerings 
at lower quotations. Trade was at a 
standstill as buyers were disposed to 
permit the declining trend of the mar- 
ket to run its full course. 


Wormseed.—A strong undertone per- 
vaded the market for this article but 
prices were not advanced further. Quo- 
tations were $2.90 to $3.25 per pound, 
according to seller. In anticipation of 
a short crop sellers were disposed to 
maintain a strong position for the oil 
now available. 


Aromatic Chemicals 


Acetophenone .— Prices hardened 
slightly following the reduction noted 
during the previous week. A fair sized 
jobbing demand was filled on the basis 
of $2.50 to $3.50 per pound, quoted as 
to seller and quantity. 


Anethol—Competition continued to 
prevail owing to some further weak- 
ness noted in the market prices for 
raw material. However, open quota- 
tions for anethol remained at $1.25 to 
$1.50 per pound, reached during the 
decline in the previous period. 


Benzylidineacetone.—Quotations were 
steadier at $2.15 to $3 per pound as to 
quantity and seller. The recent revi- 
sion served to put the article more 
closely into line with replacement 
costs and also stimulated the interest 
of some buyers. 

Citral—The market was $2 to $2.25 
per pound and was still easier, though 
prices failed to undergo further de- 
cline. Demand was very well small, 
being of jobbing description at all 
times.

“going” position was quite close to 
the quoted level. Demand, too, was 
somewhat better than before, giving 
the market additional buoyancy. 

Bunker C oil and diesel oil were said 
to have been steady at the new low 
levels established a week ago. Kero- 
sene was quiet throughout, and the 
outward movement from refiners was 
almost wholly comprised of contract 
shipments. Unfiltered cylinder oils 
moved up on spot, but there were no 
changes in price at the Pennsylvania 
refineries. 


Tankwagon Price Changes 


August 13.—The Standard Oil Company 
of Indiana reduced tankwagon and serv- 
ice station prices for gasoline 2c per gal- 
lon at Chicago and St. Louis. The cur- 
rent prices are 12c. and 10.9c. per gal- 
lone, respectively. 


Market Conditions 


Gasoline.—The position of the local 
refinery market was somewhat stronger 
last week. The shutdown in Oklahoma, 
the advanced prices for crude at East 
Texas and the resultant strength in 
the Midcontinent gasoline market had 
a stimulating effect here to the extent 
where the formerly reported 4%c. per 
gallon prices for U. S. Motor material 
in tankcars were not even remotely 
possible. It was also not so easy to 
obtain offerings at ic. per gallon. Re- 
finers’ quotations continued at 5c. 
per gallon at the refineries. 

Kerosene.—Seasonal quiet continued 
In the loca] bulk market for this oil. 
Refiners reported that the current 
movement of supplies comprised al- 
most wholly of contract shipments and 
the spot trading was insignificant in 
volume. The price for the 41-43 water 
white grade continued at 4%c. per 
gallon at the refineries. 

Fuel and Gas Oils.—The bunker oil 
market did not possess any new de- 
velopments last week after the descent 
in prices that occurred in the week 
preceding. The quotations for C grade 
bunker oil continued at 70c. per barrel 
at terminals, and was said by refiners 
to have been steady at the new low 
level. Diesel oil also failed to 
provide any new aspects, and the quo- 
tation remained at $1.40 per barrel at 
the refineries. Gas oil was in slow 
demand at unchanged prices. 

Lubricating Oils.—The advancing po- 
sition carried over from a week ago 
was furthered late last week, when 
unfiltered oils were advanced lic. per 
gallon on spot. The current prices for 
ear-lot quantities in barrel packaging 
on spot were:—600, 19c. per gallon; 
650, 20%c.; 600 flash, 23%c., and 630 
flash, 264¢c. per gallon. The prices at 
Pennsylvania refineries did not mate- 
rially change from the advanced levels 
of a week ago, but cylinder stocks were 
still quite strong and not oversupplied.

While the Midcontinent refinery gas-

Extreme scarcity of gasoline in the 
tankear market has pushed prices stead- 
ily into new high ground on the advance, 
until the ruling level of prices at pres- 
ent is the highest in months. Few re- 
finers are willing to sell mcre in large 
quantity and from an unquestioned buy- 
er’s market of a few weeks ago, spot 
gasoline has completely changed into a 
seller's market. 

Gasoline at present is a strong four- 
cent product (motor grade) as the min- 
imum price and if Texas crude oil con- 
ditions strengthen as they are expected 
to do, and if crude prices stiffen as they 
probably would do under such conditions 
many are predicting much higher prices 
for motor gasoline. 

Special naphthas and solvents continue 
to mark time, as concerns any unusuai 
market developments. Prices are also un- 
changed. The fee'ing here is that if 
there is any fundamental change _ in 
gasoline price structure, and a boosting of 
gasoline prices at large, some reflection 
of this might be felt in prices in this 
division. 

Kerosene is showing a little more ac- 
tivity, although prices here are not mate- 
rially changed Gasoline is still over- 
shadowing it. 

Gas and fuel oils are mixed, but the 
better products are meeting with a little 
more interest than hitherto. Prices are 
a shade higher on certain of these prod- 
ucts. Industrial fuels are still slow. In- 
dustrial gas oil is a little firmer.

“Squeeze” Between Now and October Arrivals-- 
Gum and Wax Imports Dropped 4,300,000 Pounds 


Camphor tablets continued .to be the 
article foremost in the market for gums 
and waxes during the past week. De- 
mand was heavy and spot stocks 
shrank sharply. Camphor slabs were 
shaded to a price identical with that 
for powdered goods. Carnauba was 
generally lower on the spot but stocks 
of the yellow grades were decreasing 
at a ration that suggested a possible 
“squeeze” between now and the first 
arrivals of new crop wax, set for Oc- 
tober next. Japan wax remained slow 
in demand and weak in price. 

Demand for camphor slabs was still 
under the stimulus of the epidemic of 
infantile paralysis that has pervaded 
this section of the country during the 
past several weeks. The call was suf- 
ficiently active last week to cause a 
substantial rise in quotations and to 
materially reduce the unsold stocks in 
this market. Slabs were reduced to a 
price at parity with that for powdered

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camphor. With powdered costing the 
same as slabs, it is believed here that 
in the not far distant future the sale of 
slabs will come to an end and business 
in camphor be confined to tablets and 
powdered merchandise. 

Spot quotations for carnauba were 
slightly lower in most directions. How- 
ever, competition remained current to 
an important degree and offset ma- 
terially the fairly good demand for 
jobbing quantities. Stocks of yellow 
grades were not large nor were they 
widely and equitably distributed. 
Therefore, sellers look for a streng- 
thening of prices and a constriction of 
stocks should demand between now 
and the arrival of new crop next Oc- 
tober continue to press on this mar- 
ket. The No. 3 grades were practically 
inert. The low prices at which all new 
crop wax has been bought in Brazil, 
coupled with low and weak exchange 
on that country, combine to produce 
the view that substantial reductions 
in spot quotations will come with the 
arrival of new crop wax on this mar- 
ket. 

During the past week the Depart- 
ment of Commerce released its figures 
covering importations of the principal 
gums and waxes appearing on this 
market. The following tabulation 
shows a decrease of 4,332,949 pounds 
during the first six months of this 
year in comparison with the import- 
ations during the corresponding time 
a year ago,

Gums 


Aloe.—Jobbing business was reported 
in small volume. The market was 
about nominal, owing to the lack of 
a general call for the articles within 
this group. Prices held without 
change. 

Arabic.—Importations during the 
first six months of this year were 
ahead of those a year ago. This con- 
dition has been evident in the fact that 
current quotations have been easy and 
declining for a number of months. 
Business last week continued to be 
comparatively small, the less distin- 
guished of buyers alone being in the 
market for supplies. Quotations were 
easy at 9c. to 9%c. per pound. 

Asafetida.—Inquiry was slow and the 
market was quiet throughout the past 
week. However, prices were about 
steady, being in line with replacement 
costs and heing supported by the ab- 


sence of surplus supplies on this mar- 
ket. 

Benzoin.—Fair-sized jobbing inquiry 
was reported and prices seemed to be 
steady at 28c. to 29c. per pound for 
Sumatra gum. Stocks of good quality 
gum were not overly large, yet when 
stacked up against the calls now com- 
ing from buyers they seemed to be 
ample. 

Camphor.—Demand for tablets con- 
tinued to be active, giving strong sup- 
port to prices and tending to reduce 
materially stocks available in this 
market. The consumption of this ar- 
ticle has been stimulated vastly by the 
infantile paralysis epidemic that has 
been but slowly subsiding in this part 
of the country. Quotations for tab- 
lets were sharply higher at 68c. to 69c. 
per pound. Powder was offered fairly 
freely at 5l¥%c. to 52c. per pound, and 
slabs were available at the same fig- 
ure. Reports were current to the ef- 
fect that in the not far distant future 
slabs may disappear from the market 
entirely, as the Jananese are now tend- 
ing to ship powdered only and at the 
same price asked for slabs. Impor- 
tations during the first six months of 
the year were smaltier than those a 
year ago 

Galbanum.—Jobbing business was 
not better than fair. The market was 
quiet, but prices held without change 
at 85c. to 90c. per pound. 

Gamboge.—Low prices continued in 
effect, competition making it impossible 
to improve the lowly position of this 
article on the spot. Demand remained 
on a hand-to-mouth basis. 

Karaya.—Prices held steadily at un- 
changed position, demand being fair 
in volume and for seasonable reasons. 
Importations during the first six 
months of this year were appreciably 
larger than those a year ago. 

Mastic.—Small lots sold frequently 
during the past week but the total vol- 
ume of business done was not very 
large. Prices remained firm owing to 
the fact that stocks were held in a 
few hands able to keep the market 
free from competition. 

Myrrh.—Spot offerings at 18c. per 
pound continued to feature the market 
for this material. The pressure to sell 
was fairly active owing to the small 
volume of transactions that had been 
the rule for a number of weeks. Stocks 
were ample. 

Olibanum.—Prices held steadily un- 
der small demand. Present quotations 
were said to be close to replacement 
costs and, hence, the opportunities for 
shading were fewer. Stocks covered 
all current needs readily. 


Waxes 


Bees.— Weakness was the rule and 
prices were close to being nominal in 
most quarters owing to a lack of sus- 
tained demand from any source. Im- 
portations during the first six months 
of this year totaled 1,962,797 pounds as 
compared with 2,468,277 pounds of 
record during the corresponding pe- 
riod a year ago. 

Carnauba.—Spot stocks of yellow 
grades were believed to be compara- 
tively light and, hence, some importers 
were disposed to expect a “squeeze’’ in 
those grades should demand broaden 
somewhat. It was very fair in size dur- 
ing the past week. New crop wax is 
not expected here much before October. 
The No. 3 grades were easy and not 
called for actively. New crop prices 
are all low and most sellers look for 
substantial revisions in spot quota- 
tions the nearer new crop deliveries 
become. Quotations were:—Flor, 33c. 
to 34c. per pound; No. 1, 28c. to 29¢c.; 
No. 2 North Country, 17c. to 17%c.; 
No. 2 yellow, 26c. to 27e.: No. 3 chalky, 
314c. to 14c.; No. 3 North Country, 13c.

Japan.—The market remained rather 
sluggish as to demand and easy as to 
market undertones.

A. S. T. M. Committee 
Reports Coatings Work 


Committee D-1 of the American So- 
ciety for Testing Materials, which has 
to do with preservative coatings for 
structural materials, has submitted 
through its secretary, P. H. Cathcart, 
chemist for the National Lead Com- 
pany, Brooklyn, a report of its major 
activities for the ensuing year. The 
committee is continuing its work on 
methods of testing the weathering 
characteristics of protective coatings. 
Much progress has already been made, 
and it is hoped that a great deal more 
will have been accomplished when the 
1932 annual report is to be submitted. 
The evaluation of the hidinjz power of 
white paints when applied over black 
and white surfaces will continue to be 
studied. 

A new subcommittee of committee 
D-1 has been authorized to undertake 
work which will lead to specifications 
for pipe priming coatings to be ap- 
plied at the mill. This work is of vital 
interest to the oil-line and gas indus- 
tries, and it is, of course, of equal in- 
terest to the producers of pipe. The 
committee on corrosion of oil field 
equipment of the American Petroleum 
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Institute had suggested that the A. S. 
T. M. group undertake this study. The 
new committee will have representa- 
tives of the oil and gas industries, pro- 
ducers of pipe and other interests. The 
user of pipe expects that the producer 
shall apply a primer coating to pro- 
tect the pipe from atmospheric corro- 
sion until the pipe receives further 
coating at the ditch. This study, then, 
will involve the proper type of coating, 
methods of testing this coating, bond- 
ing and other qualities. 

The subcommittee on turpentine is 
working on new specifications to cover 
all the types of turpentine now avail- 
able. The various groups of the sub- 
committee on cellulose ester coatings 
have been quite active, and new proj- 
ects will be investigated. Three speci- 
fications and methods of test were rec- 
ommended for publication. These 
are: 

Proposed tentative specifications for 
acetone, recommended by subcommittee 
XV ; ; 

Proposed tentative specifications for 
betaethoxyethanol (synthetic ), reconi- 
mended by subcormmittee XXV ; 

Proposed tentative specifications for 
betabutoxyethanol (synthetic ), recom- 
mended by subcommittee XXV ; 

Proposed tentative method of test for 
the tinting stremgth of white pigments, 
recommended by subcommittee VII; 

Proposed tentative methods of testing 
nitrocellulose clear lacquers and lacquer 
enamels, recommended by subcommittee 
aes
